Wilkes-Barre, Pa,, July %.—In an ad-
dress today before the 400 delegules of
District No. 1, United Mine Workers,
In convention at Nunticoke, President
Mitchell guld that he huad never par-
ticiputed in a strike In which he was
g0 confident of success. This statement
by the miners' chief was greeled by
great applause. The natlonul president
geverely criticized the Citizens' alllance
organizations which have been formed
in SBeranton and Wilkes-Barre for the
purpoge of prosecuting all persons who
intimidate men
who are still working Iin the mines or
their relatlves. Mr, Mitchell was en-
thuslastically recelved In Nanticoke,
He went there for the sole purpose of
addressing the men, and returned to
headquarters here Immediately after
concluding his remarks. He took no
part in the proceedings of the ¢onven-
tion,

My, Mitchell's nddress,
follows:

It may not be amiss for me to milke a
few comments upon the sltuation as It
presents ftyelf Lo me; and also to point
belng
nused to discourage and Injure you, The
roil operitors have organized n press
bureau and are constantly sending out
through it what purports to be Interviews
with and statements from them: while,
as A matter of fuct, there Is not a coul
operator In the entire reglon who will
etand respongible for any of the state-
ments,

The operators have also organlzed an-
other adjunct, under the name of Lhe
Cltizens’ Alllunce. I am sure I do not
know how many cltizens nre members of
this mysterlous organizatlon, as so far
only one has had the manhood or the
ceffrontery to acknowledge his memboer-
ship.

BRIGHT VINDICA %

American Engineer Not Guilty of
Bankruptcy Frauds,

London, July 8.~The trial of Charles
Hright, the clvil engineer of Sandusky,
0., charged with concealing $500,000 in
connection with bankruptey proceed-
Ings, ended today and resulted In the
acqulttal of Mr, Bright,

J. I, Moreno, who was formerly ate
tached to the United States legations
at Paris and at Madrid, and R. G,
Fudge, the secretary of Bright's com-
panies, who were charged with belng
nccessories In the alleged conspiracy to
Jdefraud creditors of Bright, also were
acquitted.

In Bright's cross-examination this
morning the jury sent & nole to the
Judge saying they thought the case
could not Justify a conviction. The
Judge agreed with that view and the
trinl, which had occupled twenty-four
maglsterial slttings and elght days at
the Old Balley, came to a summary
end.  The jury brought in a formal
verdict of not guilty. The judge said
Bright had been thrown Into bankrupt-
oy by a mistaken aflidavit and charac-
terized the proceedings as premature
and as g great hardship for Bright.

THE GAYNOR-GREENE
EXTRADITION CASE

Will Take on a Diplomatic Phase in
a Few Days—The Peculiar Course
of Canada.

Washington, July 9.—The extradition
case of Mesars, Benjamin D. Greene
and John ¥. Gaynor, whose removal
from Canada to the state of Georgla
for trial on charges of mlisappropria=-
tion and embezzlement of over §2,000,000
in connection with river and harbor
Improvements at Savannah,. Ga,, has
heen sought for some tlme by the
United States, will take on.a diplomatic
phase In a few days, when Secretary
Huy communicates to the Britlsh gov-
ernimeht the view of the officlals of our
department of justice that the Canadian
authorities are pursulng an extraordl-
nary and unwarranted course: in the
case, The delays and embarrassments
in the extradition proceedings resulted
in Mr. Erwin, assistunt to the attorney
generil, who has been in charge of the
extradition proceedings for the United
States, transmitiing to the attorney
generil, under date of Montreal, July
7. a speclal report on the ease, In which
he calls attention to the fact that the
legal representiitives of the two men
are closely connected, through profes-
slonal and family ties, with the Cana-
dian officials to whom this government
must look for extradition of the men
whose custody it seeks,

ceedings he was pul on notlee that the
fugitives had *‘taken refuge at Quebee,
for the purpose of resisting extradition,
and that they had employed as their
counsel the firms of lawyers Lo which
helonged the highest officials of the pro-
vinclal and dominion government.”

TRACY BAFFLES THE
BLOOD HOUNDS

The Desperado Bpﬂnkles Cayenne
Pepper on His Trail—Pursuers
Return Baffled.

Seattle, July 8.—Harry Tracy, the fu-
gitive conviet outluw, for the fourth
time since his arrvlval at Meadow Point
hug escaped from his pursuers, It was
learned at 2 o'clock yesterday after-
noon that Tracy was In the home of
Charles Gerrels, one mile north of the
town of Renton. At 4.46 o'clock Deputy
Sheriff Cook arrived in that vicinity
with a part of the posse and advanced
up the track toward the Gerrels home.

Tracy stood In the rear of the prem-
Ises. His suspiclons were arouged by a
conversation between one of the women
of the house and two young men from
Renton, and thern the conviet plunged
into the brush, being lost to view.
When Tracy digappeared from the Ger-
rels home the bloodhounds were hast-
ily brought up from the rear and turned
loose on the fresh scent, Both dogs
struck the trall down the stream, fol-
lowing It a quarter of a mile and cross-
ing the track, only to double back and
swim the river,

Half way between Cedar river and
Burroughs's boathouse both dogs ran
Into cayenne pepper sprinkled on the
outlaw's footsteps, Their nostrils were
filled with the flery substance, and ful-
Iy ten minutes were lost In revieving
the dogs so that they could again exer-
cise their powers of smell. Pressed to
desperation Tracy made a clreuit, head-
ed due north and plunged Into the out-
skirts of the lake, where he finally suc-
ceeded In casting the scent. It was
then dark., and the guard returned Lo
Renton with the dogs,

The posse with the hounds resumed
work at 4 o'clock this morning In the
vieinity of Renton, The dogs have 8o
far fulled to take up the scent. A Mr.
Senger, from Black River Junction, ten
miles from here, saild Tracy was scen
In & hop-drying house near there just
before 8 o'vlock, Hundreds of armed
men are in the vieinity.

John Anderson, who was found tied
to a tree ap Gerrell's house, related his
experiences since the night he left
Port Madison in Johnson's white boat
until his rescue at 8 o'clock lust night,
From hig story, It Is evident that Tracy
has accomplices, who are lending him
material assistance In his Alght through
the country. Anderson sald:

“We left Port Mudlson Saturday nlght
at 9 o'clock, We went to Wesl Seal-
tle, arviving ut daylight. 1 pulled the,
boat, he holding a gun over me all the
way. We landed south of the West
Seattle clevator, under a trestle, and
went directly into the woods., We spent
Sunday In the woods at West Seattle.
When it got dark we came across the
bay in our hoat and landed at the
guw-mill at South Beattle. Wea then
started on the rallroad track toward
Black river, We turned off the track
to the left shortly before we rveached
Black river. We crossed a large hay
fleld and went Into the woods. That
wis Monday morning. When we got
into the timber we cooked breakfast,
We then rested untll afternoon, At 3
o'clock we sturted through the timber
toward Renton, Just before we reached
the railroad bridge over Black river we
met four meh, and Tracy sald: 'Hello,
¥red,' and jumped down the bank to
where the men were standing., Tracy
talked to one man for a few minutes,

“After the talk was finished, Tracy
left one of the men to wateh me, He
and three others, after blindfolding me,
went off nnd stayed about an hour,
When they returned they brought a
bottle of whiskey. Then we started
out, Tracy forced me to walk In front,
and he followed behind, accompanled
by the four men we met on the bridge.
We arrived at Renton about 11 o'clock
and walked up the yallroad track
through the town. Here Traucy tled me
up, and he, accompanied by the four
strange men, left me. They returned
gt daylight Tuesday morning and we
went farther back Into the brush and
vooked breakfast. Tracy told me he
would go away for a while, but would
come back In an hour, When he ree
turned, he brought a little boy from
Gerrell's house, and we walked down
to the Gerrell place together. We were
in the housge about three hours, when
Tracy took me out into the brush., At
the river bank he saigd, ‘Lie down.'
After looking up and down the river,
Tracy tled me up and cautioned me to
keep still. I lay In this position until
found."

IOWA VISITED
BY FLOODS

Hundreds o! Persons fire Made
Homeless by High Water
in Des Moines.

THE MOST SERIOUS
RISE IN 10 YEARS

River 16 1-2 Feet Above Low-Water
Mark—Lowlands Are Inundated.
Houses, Bridges, Btock and Crops
Swept Away—Rescue Work Carried
on in Boats—Storm in Illinols.
Terrific Electrical Storm at Peoria.

Des Moines, 1a., July 9.—The fiood
situntion in lowa {8 more serious than
at any time In ten years, The Des
Molnes, lowa, Raccoon, Cedar and
Skunk rivers are from seven to sixteen
and a half feet above low-water mark,
and the lowlands are submerged. Hun-
dreds have been made homeless,

In Des Moines 200 persons have al-
ready been forced to abandon thelr
homes and have suffered the loss of
houses, horses, cattle and hogs, Truck
gardeners have suffered the loss of
thelr crops. At Des Molnes and else-
where throughout the central section
of the state continuous raln has fallen
for twenty-four hours, the precipita-
tion at Boone and Fort Dodge being
reported as nearly four inches,

Rlvers continue to rise rapldly and
are filled with driftwood. False work
on a concrete bridge across the Des
Moines river near Boone |8 reported to
have been destroyed. Levees at Dea
Moines are weakening, and if a break
occurs hundreds of ncres of residence
property will be flooded,

From Altlantic ¢comes the report that
the weat halfl of Exira Is Inundated, and
that Barytown I8 in & similar condition.
Onuwa has experienced a rain almost
amounting to it cloudburst, as & conse-
quence of which tralns can neither
enter nor leave Sloux City from the
south.

At Marshalltown the Iowa river has
redched Its highest point, and several
washouts have delayed tralns on the
Northwestern and Great Western
Fonds. The Des Molnes river Is rising
two inches an hour,

Many persons are belng removed
from their homes In boats. Similar
rescues are reported at Marshulltown
and elsewhere. At noon the Des Molnea
river was sixteen and a half feet above
low-water mark.

Peoria, July 0.—A terrific raln and
electrle storm swept over Peorla and
the adjucent country lust night. Rain
fell in floods for several hours and the
damage wrought Is extensive, All the
railroad lines entering the city ure
more or less affected. The Lake Erie
and Western through freight, due here
at 4 o'clock, went through a bridge at
Farmdale, six miles east of here, The
engine and several frelght cars are
piled In the boitom of the creek., The
englneer was fatally Injured and the
fireman lies buried In the mud beneath
the engine.

The Toledo, Peorla and Western pas-
senger traln due here last evening
struck a landslide twelve miles east of
here and the engine was deralled, The
damage to the timothy and oats crop is
very heavy. Several inches of rainfall
was recorded,

JAIL IS WRECKED
_Br Y NAMITE

Prisoners in a Kis:ourl' Bastile Make
& Desperate Break for Liberty,
but Are Unsuccessful,

8t, Joseph, Mo., July 9.—James Blade,
Leck Allen and James Murray, pris-
oners In the Buchanan county jall, this
afternoon wrecked the rear wall of the
Jall bullding with a powerful charge of
dynamlite,

Allen, Blade and Murray then made a
flerce fight for liberty, but the guards
were too qulek for them and beat them
back with Winchesters. Beventy-five
prisoners are confined In the jall, but
many of them made no effort to escape,
and thase who were nervy enough to
try to follow Blade and his companions
were clubbed into submission. As if by
miracle, no one was Injured, although
the exploslon was felt for several blocks
away and every window In the court
house, on the side next to the jall, was
shattered.

Blade and Allen are under sentence
for highway robbery and Murray Is a
government prisoner. They are now
chained to the floors of their cells,

Other prisoners were apprised of
what was to happen about five minutes
hefore the fuse wad lighted, and, on
advyice of the leaders of the plot they
sought safety In their cells just before
the explosion occurred.

Until the damage to the jail can be
repaired a large armed guard will be
necessary io restrain the prisoners.

HEARIN-O'MALLEY CASE.

The Parties Who Planned Elopement
Will Have Hearing Today on
Charge of Larceny.

Hearin and Mrs, O'Mulley will be ar-
ralgned for a hearing tomorrow on the
charge of stealing diamonds and jewel-
ry from the home here of Dp. Joseph
O'Malley, brother of Prof. O'Malley. The
latter 18 In Bt. Agnes hospital, ser-
fously 1l from cffects of poison., He
was brought to this city recently by
hig brother, Dr. O'Malley, for treat-
ment., His wife, who accompianied him,
stopped at Dr. O'Malley’s home. Dur-
ing her residence there, several hun-
dred dollars’ worth of Jjewelry was
stolen, and Mrs, O'Malley und Hearin
were arrested as they were about to
board a train for South Bend.

OCCUPATION OF MINER
IS HAZARDOUS

Report of Chief James E. Roderick,
of the Btate Bureau of Mines
and Mining.

Hazleton, Pa. July 8.-—The annual
report of James E. Roderick, chlef of
the stiate bureau of mines and mining
for 1901, made publie tonight, says the
occupation of the miner and his labor-
er iz “exira hagardous'; consequently
they should be especlally well pald for
thelr laborious and dangerous calling.
The past year was the most prosperous
for all concerned in the mining of coal
of any year for the last quarter of a
century. The coal, the report snys, was
in g/t demand and brought a fair
price, which enabled the operators to
pay their employes falr wages and to
glve them more steady employment
than was the case for a number of
yvears, In the opinfon of Mr. Roderick
the dally production of anthraclte has
reached Its maximum,

The production of hard coal was &l.-
905,951 tons, an increase of 8,688,633 tons
aver 1900, Thn bituminous mines pro-
duced 5$0,914,286 tong, an increase of
1,i95,874. The average number of duys
worked In the anthracite flields was
1.5, an increase of 23.5 over the pre-
vious year. The bituminous mines
worked an average of 21625 days, a de-
crease of 2,76 days,

In the production
persons lost thelr lives,
108. There were 301 fatalities in
bituminous mines, an increase of 30,

The number of employes In and about
the anthracite mines ks 147,661, and In
the bituminous mines 117,802, The
work of some of the mine inspectors
hus not been entirely satiefactory and
Chlef Roderlck recommends an equul
division of the Inspectors’ work.
£ Mr. Roderlek suggests that something
be done to relleve the distress result-
ing annually in the coal fields by reu-
gon of the large number of fatalitles,
leaving muny families destitute. He
expresses himself as greatly Impressed
with the need of an institution where
the young men crippled in the mines
caun be educated and trained in sultable
occupations that will enable them Lo
earn g respectable showlng.

By the terms of the settlement, the
strikers accept the schedule of wages
offered them by the rallroads July 1,
It offered un average Increase of 20 per
cent, for all classes of labor connected
with the frelght handlers' union. The
demands of Lthe men would have made
an average Increase of about 30 per
cent,

President Curran, of the Freight
Handlers' union, sald after the meet-
ing with the general managers tonight
that he practically had been compelled

by his own men to accept the terms of
the rallroads. &

“Two-thirds of them would have
gone to work In the morning anyhow,”
he suld, “and It was simply a question
of dolng the best possible under the
clreumstance.'
